Wc should 
have learned by now the utter folly of passing more laws 
in the hope of curbing the criminal. The statute books 
through their complications arc often his best friends.

THE LEADING ECONOMIC PROBLEM 

During the next few years rising taxes may prove to 
be our foremost economic problem. 

Cost of government has gotten beyond control. Local 
divisions of government, cspccblly, grow increasingly 
wasteful and inefficient. And in some states there is a 
well-defined tendency to put government into some busi- 
iness or other — at the expense of the poor taxpayer. 

The taxpayer is not entirely blameless. His laziness 
and lack of interest in economic problems has given tacit 
consent to governmental extravagance, and has inlluenccd 
the spread and development of powerful buraucracics.

Higher speed' is a natural result of ixnprcfved roxds and 
cars* But the other two primary causes of accidents — 
wtfch together accounted) for 27" per ccnc of deaths, and 
47-7 per cent of injuries — amount to simple ignonncc, 
recklessness or carelessness. They show improper training 
on the part of the motsrut, couplet£ with inadequate en- 
forcement of traffic laws. Tlrac such accidents ccmld be 
at least partially curbed! by CHaminrng and licensing; laws, 
and by adequate enforcement of modernized' traffiic codes, 
is well within the limits of pJausibilrty. 

Every ycir complete and detailed resumes of the pre- 
vious years accident recoru are pccpaicd. Study <»£' them 
should show what enforcement is needed, what can be ac- 
complished. A fe^r states, in a period of rising. Hazards, 
have managed to appcccitbly decrcisc accidence within 
their borders All other states can do the same.

While upon tho Individual banker* 
there rqatiwUt^out quallflcntlon the di- 
rect resifunalblllty for'the prudent, hon- 
Oflt conduct oC 
their InstltntlonSf 
nevortholoss the 
soundnosA of 
banking ns ri prnc- 
tlcnl matter ot 
fact la a commun-' 
iiy problem In 
whtclf the public 
has a part to play 
as well us faankorH 
and Kovernmcnt 
oniclalfi charRCd 
with the super- 
Tlelon ot banks. 
In the flmt 
place, the assets oC a bank, outside Its 
gOTornipent bonds* consist mainly of 
loans to business men and ot Invcnt- 
ments In securities created by corpo- 
rate enterprises. The deposits ot n 
bank are not kept In the vaults as 
Idle cash but are employed In thcso 
loans and Investments to earn the 
money to pay tlio expenses of the bank 
10 that it can render services to Its 
customers and also pay them Interest 
on such deposits as bear Interest. It 
there wero no such thlngr ns unsound 
business men or enterprises there 
would he no such thins ns unsound 
assets In a bank. 

It Is ot course the unquestioned duty 
ot tho banker to choose only sound 
loans and Investments, but the dlfll- 
enlty ot suc^ Judf^ment. and human 
Judsment Is never Infallible. Is plainly 
Increased In such times and under such 
conditions as wo have been passing 
ihrough» with many businesses not 
making expected eqrnlngs and there- 
tore hompered In meeting their obliga- 
tions. ITnfortunately some Invest- 
ments and loans created by persons 
outside the banks which found their 
way Into tho banks in a relatively few 
Instances have reflected tho nnwiso 
business policies and conditions that 
became more than usually prevalent 
In our business activities and contribu- 
ted to tho difficulty ot banking. Tho 
vast hulk of hank assets, however, 
nra 100 per cent sound above all ques- 
tion. 

"IlurJ Roiled" vs. "Eosy" Hanker 
Tn another aspect the people of ths 
community have a part to play In main- 
taining tho soundness of their banks; 
nnd that Is through the medium of 
patronage. The existence ot a bank is 
dependent on public patronage. If 
only thoso banks were patronized in 
.which tl»e most careful policies were 
practiced and the most conscientious 
and able men In charge, it would go 
far toward maintaining the standards 
ot banking. If business men In a com- 
mnnlty when refused loans by their 
hanks for good and sufflclent reasons 
because conditions are not favorable, 
thereupon withdraw their business to 
banks where less cureful methmls pre- 
vail, they clearly contribute to the cre- 
ation ot a less sound banking situation. 
Also If, in the heat of competition, 
a banker offers higher Interest rates 
or more free ser^'ice to attract custom- 
ers than the earnings of conacrvaUve 
bonking justify, and is encouraged by 
tho patronage ot the public as against 
A more conservative bank, obvious!/ 
the public Is again playing a part in 
bringing about a Ic9s sound banking 
situation. It l3 an unfortunate fact 
that tho banker who Is strict, "hard 
boiled" it you please, Is liable to be 
leas popular than tho "easy" banker, 
snd by that same token the public It- 
self has a voice In Influencing tho char- 
acter of banking. Also It is the public 
In the end which pays the main part 
ot the penalty If unfortunate rosultR 
follow. 

Still again the public can exert an 
Innuenco in shaping the character of 
banking by supporting the purposes of 
bankers to maintain intelligent, inde- 
pendent, honest banking supervision 
by the public banking dopartmeiUs 
through Insisting that this function ot 
xovernment shall be kept as free from 
political influence as the Judiciary It- 
nolf ami shall ho manned only by men 
of the highest ability and character. 

In still another way can the people 
themselves contributo to maintaining 
the ability of their banks to meet their 
obligations, .and this Is by granting 
them tho fullest posalblo confldonce. 
As I said, the dopo.Hlts are not kept as 
cash but are Invested In loans lind se- 
curities. Even the soundest assets ot 
this typa require some timo to recon- 
rort at full valuo Into cash deposits. 
In many cases of bank troubles the 
only thing wrong with a bank was an 
unduly suspicious and apprehensive 
state ot mind In Us customers created 
by no act or condition ot its own but 
by baseless rumors which sometimes 
led them to destroy the value ot their 
own deposits by demanding them Im- 
mediately, forcing a bank to sacrlflco 
Its assets and otherwise disrupt its 
flnanclal operations.
